Here they are in compact form and with 
many very scarce varieties included. High prices were paid for 
these items, but wishing to turn their value into something else 
they are now offered at less than cost and about one-half of 
former price or less. For certain reasons—not necessary to 
state here, but sufficient—they will not be sent on approval, but 
must be purchased outright when ordered.
